Our-Admiral in, Adriatic 
Told to Prevent Disorders 


PARIS, April 26.—Orders have been 
sent to Rear Admiral Philip .An- 
drews,° commanding the American 
naval-forces in the Adriatic, to take 
exceptional precautions |to avoid pos- 
‘sible disorders in view of a tension 
in Italy. 

The Dalmatian port of Spalito, the 
-headquarters of the American naval 
forces in the Adriatic, is one of the 
centres of agitation between the 
Italiahs and the Juguslavs. 

It is explained that the orders to 
Admiral Andrews were wholly pre- 
cautionary, and that no reports of

SEE NEED OF SPEED NOW 


Campaign One-third Over and 
District Takes Only $225,- 
000,000 of Sum Asked. 


The books of the Federal’, Reserve 
Bank showed at 10 o’clock yesterday 
morning Vistory note subscriptions for 
the Seeond District of $175,169,950, show- 
ing that only about one-seventh of the 
quota of $1,350,000,000 for the district 


oné-third. of the wes of the campaign 
had elapsed. 
The figure of $175,169,950 does not in- 
clude sales made yesterdhy, nor some of 
the sales made previously, which pass 
through several stages of bookkeeping 
‘beforearriving at the Federal Reserve 
Bank, but the total sales for the week 
are probably not more than $225,000,000, 
which is one-half of thé quota for a 
week, on the basis that Victory notes 
were purchased at a uniform rate 
throughout the campaign. 
Sales. of Victory notes were reported 
unofficially at $28,704,050, of which $12,- 
823,000 came from. financial institutions, 
and $16,281,950 from the Rainbow Divi- 
sion, which. is canvassing the trades, in- 
dustries "and professions of New York 
City: The weather hampefed the out- 
door fampaign during ‘the last few days 
so-that the purchases by small investors 
have been disappointing, and a call for 
increased activity in selling bonds on 
the streets and at amusement places was 
made yesterday. 
George W. Hodges, Assistant-Director 
of the Government Loan eb sc ieraieti 
said yesterday: 
“The campaign has hots somewhat 
retarded in the last two days and the 
district has continued to fall behind the 
daily average of subscriptions which 
must be maintained to bring us ‘over 
the top’ at the end of the campaign. 
Increased activity must be developed 
materially. during the remaining two 
weeks of the campaign.

CHICAGO, April 26.—The 


was upheld today when Judge Landis 
issued an order granting Attorney Gen- 
eral Brundage’s cross-bill asking that 
Postmaster General Burleson be enjoined 
from-enforcing the new telégraph rates. 
‘Judge Landis at the same time dissolved 
the temporary injunction which he had 
granted the Postmaster General, against 
the State Public Utilities Commission 


and- thett@PGGeneral’s office from 
Interfering with the ti¢w rates, which 
were effective April 1. 
The temporary injunction against the 
Utilities Commission Sid the Attorney 
General’s office was won by Attorney 
Henry S. Rébbins, representing Post- 
master General Burleson, after Fed- 
eral Judges Pagé, Baker, and Landis 
‘had decided the constitutionality of a 
point of law. 
The opinion handed. down by. Judge 
Landis reads in part as follows: 
“ It-is my opinion that: the question of 
the State rates -was .regarded by 
Congress, in drafting its. resolutions, 
as a thing which they would not de- 
volve on the President the: power to 
fix. The object of Congress in its reso- 
lutions was to give the President the 
power to operate the wires to aid the 
war.” 
Concerted action will be taken by 
representatives of many States to inter- 
vene if the hearing by the United States 
Supreme Court of three intrastate rate 
cases May 5. This decision ‘was reached 
at a conference of thirty representatives 
of State utilities commissions and assist- 
ant attorfey generals of States who met 
in Chicago to co-operate in bringing 
about a Supreme Court decision which 
will allow.the States to régulate their 
own rates for transportation, heat, light; 
water and other utilfties. 
“The decision on the cases coming up 
May 5 will settle the questior of author- 
ity permanently,’’ said Charles E. Elm- 
quist, President of the National Asso- 
clation of Railway and Public Utilities 
Commissions, who presided at the con- 
ference. 

** The ‘question, is not one of rates at 
ajl at the present time but-.one of au- 
thority .to regulate rates. The State 
representatives meeting in Chicago today 
will unite to draft a joint brief, in whicn 
they will prove that the States have a 
right to regulate their own rates and to 
take action to violate the Federal reg- 
ulations concerning intrastate - rates 
without first seeking the permission of 
the Federal Government to enter suit 
against it. 

-“ hey will also show that the resolu- 
tion of Congress as to telephone rate 
regulation and the Federal control act, 
which relates to railroad rates, are not 
binding on the States. 

“This is the first time ‘the State utili- 
ties commissoins have united to fight 
the decisions of the Federal Government, 
but we are confident our efforts are 
justified, and will result in a ery. for 
the commissions."’ \

DRAW HIS CAR: TO PALACE 





Unbounded Enthusiasm Every- 
where—Reported Premier Will 
Address Parliament Tomorrow. 





ROME, April 26, (Associated Press.) 
—Vittorio Orlando; the Italian Premier, 
arrived jn Rome this morning: from 
Paris. 
Addressing a great crowd which had 
gathered to welcome him,. the Premier 
said: : 
‘It is not a time for finé language. 
In the face. of the world,: which is‘judg- 
ing. us, we must. have firmness and a 
ealm, seréne: conscience. 
“There are“two- questions. ‘The first 
is whether the Govergment and the Ttal- 
ian delegates have faithfully interpreted 
the thoughts and “will “of--the “Italian 
people.” 
The response was a thunderous shout 
of “* Yes!’’ 
“IT never doubted it,’’ continued the 


Premier, ‘‘ for I know the soul. of my- 
people, but confirmation was required.

consecrating our work.” 
Assessing the Consequences. 


“The second question,’’ Premier Or- 
lando went on, ‘‘is to eliminate the 
gravity of the situation. But >I do: not 
ask you for an immediate reply. Let 
us not now consider what best or. most+ 
desirable can happen to our Italy, whose 
just and praiseworthy attitude has: pro- 
voked the admiration of two worlds. 
[Cheers and cries*of ‘' Long live Amer- 
ica! Down with Wilson !’’] 

‘We must show that we have taken 
the worst/into consideration. -After four 
years of unspeakable privations and 
sacrifices we may find ourselves faced 
with fresh sacrifices and privations. At 
this moment Italy is ready, and greater 
than ever—greater than in May, 1915. 
“THe decision must be a well-consid-' 
ered one. Food supplies are failing us, 
but Italy, which has known hunger, has 
never known dishonor. I do not conceal 
from you-the danger of this.very crit- 
ical hour. - [Cries of ‘‘ We’ will: face 
anything.'’]

Resignations in Hands of Secretary 
Will Be Accepted if Rallroad 
.Head’s Answer Is Refusal.

WASHINGTON, April 26.—The ques- 
tion as to whether the Industrial Board 
of the Department of Commerce would 
end its attempts at price stabilization 
was still in doubt late today. Sec- 
retary of Commerce Redfield. sent a 
telegram to Director. General Hines of 
the Railroad Administration asking for 
another conference on steel prices, “ut 
no reply had been received when the 
Department of Commerce closed. 

The text of cables which have been 
received by both Secretary Redfield\and 
Mr. Hines from President Wilson has 
not been made public, but the develop- 
ments are held to indicate that the 
President, while hoping that the warring 
factions might be able to reach a com- 
mon ground, has not ordered Mr. Hines 
to abandon the position he has taken. 
Up to the present time there seems to be 
no inclination. on the part of Mr. Hines 
to give way to the Industrial Board. It 
is possible that a definite announcement 
on behalf of the Railroad Administra- 
tion will be made withih ‘the next forty- 
eight hours. 

Reports ‘that the members of the In- 
dustrial Board had tendered their resig- 
nations were read here today with in- 
terest. The fact of the matter is that 
the resignations were placed in the 
hands of Secretary Redfield when: the 
first deadlock was _ reached early in 
April, on the theory that Mr. Redftfeld

Arguments in ‘support of. a’ Danubian

ef the League of Free Nations Associa- 
“tion. at the Hotel Commodore by Vlad- 
islav Savic, formerly head of the Ser- 
bian Press Bureau and an authority 
on Balkan affairs. Citing the factors 
pointing to the necessity of a Danubian 
Confederation, Mr. Savic said that none 
of the countries is strong enough to be 
@ menacé to its neighbors while all are 
“economically independent. To.a great 
extent, he said," the problem hinged ‘on 
the attitude of the Magyars. 

Eugene S. Bagger, writer on Hun- 
garian. affairs, who followed Mr. Savic, 
took up the last point and declared 


“that while his sympathies coincided with 
those of. the preyious speaker he feared 
that a ‘Danublar: Confederation was im- 
possible at the” * present time. Three 
months. ago, he “added, it could have 
been réalized, but since then there’ has 
occurred a partition of Hungary ‘‘ on 
the Polish’ modeli’’ He charged that the 
hew Hungary had -been “ outlawed: and 
crucified since the’ day of its birth;’’ 
that the ‘‘ new Hungary of Karolyi had 
been treated like the Hungary of Tisza.” 

“What Mr. Bakeer feared as inevitable, 
but waret née did not: advocate; 
was a counter le&gue of Germans, Mag- 
yars, and Russians ‘‘ unless there is a 
radical change in the Paris-Peace Con- 
ference,”’ and he held out little hope 
for such a change. 

Profestor Herbert A. Miller. of Oberlin 
College,. Chairmam of the Mid-European 
Union, contributing the American:view~ 
point toward the solution of the problem 
of Southwestern . Europe, pointed out 
that the reason ‘which-brought so many 
sinmigrants to.this country was their 
oppressionand the suppression. of their 
hative language an their own countries. 
He thought the .best sway.-to make the

At the conclusion of the luncheon, Mr. 
Savic, who was asked by some one in 
the audience, ‘‘ What about Fiume?’’ 
replied that the Jugoslavs were sorry 
that the Italians had not accepted any 
of the proposals laid before them, be- 
cause,’ he asserted, ‘the “question of 
Fiume ‘could .nét: be solved ‘in justice 
if the claims of the Italians’ prevailed. 
* And: now .in ‘support of the opinion 
of the Jugoslays .we have .the great 
authority’: of Président Wilson,’’ he 
added. -‘* We shall abide irrevocably by 
the decision of President Wilson, and 
we hope ‘that, at the Iast’ moment Italy 
may come to that point of view.

hundreds and hundreds of manufactur- 
ing plants need’ only ‘the operatives tc 
give them an unheard-of prosperity, 
while in various other lines of endeavor 
there are openings, and-all-of these at 
wages far in excess of those formerly 
paid. 

‘« How is the unemployment situation 
around Rocky Mount and the eastern 
section of.North Carolina?’’ was asked 
of J. L. Horne, Jr.,, owner and. pub- 
lisher ‘of .The Rocky "Mount Telegram 
and a member of the Board of Ditectors 
of The Associated Press for the’ South- 
ern Division. 

‘‘We have. no. unemployment situa- 
tion,” he replied. ‘‘\We Have plenty of 
work for every, person who wants a 
job, .and_many.jobs are there that are 
not being handled forithe reason. that 
there 4a a shortage of. labor.

POST-WAR TRADE. 


The frequent saying that nothing will 
be the same after the war finds no bet- 
ter expression than in the address of Mr. 
FARRELL, Chairman of the National For- 
eign Trade Council and President of the 
Steel Corporation. He sees and says that 





. if we are to make any economic use of 


our billions of shipping we must revolu- 
tionize our trade by revolutionizing our 
policy, and not by development of our 
trade along familiar domestic lines. It will 
not be denied that he has the courage 
of his convictions when he declares for 
“open ports and as free interchange of 
“ commodities as the fiscal’ necessities of 
“the nations will allow.” That doés not 
make ‘a free trader of him, nor indeed 
of ‘anybody. | Fiseal ‘necessities will for 
long prpvide a dexter of protection even 
in nations whose trade has been freer 
than ours. That will cause some obstruc« 
tion to our outward cargoes, even those 


"destined for our best customer.

England has declared for imperial 
preference, which never before the war 
was practicable, and already there is 
some restiveness here under limitations 
upon our trade for reasons of difficulty 
of payment which must long persist. 
Also there will be some restrictions on 
our inward cargoes, with the support of 
even those as open-minded as Mr. Far- 
RELL. The open ports which he favors 
for us, since we must buy in order to sell, 
should admit “the staple products of the 
“field and mine that our ships will 
“bring from -both hemispheres.” Mr. 
FARRELL says. that prices in his trade are 
lower than foreign prices, and that for- 
eign wages are below ours on a parity, 
although they have increased more in per- 
centage than ours. Thus, our iron trade 
has so far passed its infancy that it can 
construct even such a British specialty 
as ships in competition with England. 
In other words, the United States has 
become the low-cost country. That is 
indeed a revolution due-to the war, but 
it does not yet suffice to remove the 
bars put up to protect our labor and 


factories from the products of high-cost, 


countries. To thrive we must both buy 
and sell, but we should be more free to 
sell than to buy. If that is to be the 
policy of such a trade giant as our coun- 


' try, it also must be the policy allowed to 


weaker producers, and there is an ob- 
struction to the policy of open ports for 
which Mr. FarrRe.t declares. As a post- 
war topic this can yield first place to 
none. 4s 

Mr. FARRELL’s views regarding the op- 
ertion of our 14,000,000. tons of ocean- 
going shipping are as favorable as re- 
garding construction. He agrees with 
Mr. Hur.ey that the ‘cost of ships is a 
more important factor in operating costs 
than wages.

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The finding of cargoes gives Mr. Far- 
RELL less trouble than almost any other 
matter. Foreign ships have come here in 
ballast to take away our goods. We shall 
deliver our own goods in our own: ships 
and they will bring back what we buy 
abroad. There is nothing in the post-war 
trade problem more revolutionary than 
that. Two million tons of British ship- 
ping have come here each year in ballast, 
and found here three-quarters in weight 
of British imports from other countries 
than European. British ships.. which 
come here empty start loaded with coal 
delivered to intermediate ports. Coal ‘is 
to be a new export for us. There is no 
apparent lack of it. Germany has lost 
for a long-time its exports of 31,000,000 
tons to European countries. Aready our 
coal exports have risen from 1,208,000 
tons to 9,200,000, even. before our ships 
were ready. England cannot supply the 
cargoes of coal which its shipping needs, 
for it produces no more than a quarter 
of the world’s supply, about onc-half of 
the American production. 

The prospect is promising, particularly 
for the immediate future. No empty 
ships will leave our ports until Europe 
has been fed and reconstruction has been 
well advanced, including the renewal of 
depleted stocks. These considerations 
have more than economic bearing. - Ger- 
many listens obediently to Mr. Hoover, 
and Italy will not press her points too 
far so long as she is inquiring here for 
food and 20,000,000 tons of coal. Al- 
though there is no easy road. before us 
on a longer view, on a near view we 
must be busy and prosperous in spite of 
ourselves. .A reward might be offered 
in vain for the discovery of some way 
in which our unprecedented present 
superabundance and prospect of: in- 
crease could be related to the world’s un- 
precedented necessities in such a way as 
to mean anything but prosperity for us. 








ITALIANS AND SLAVS. 


At the Congress of the Oppressed Na- 
tionalities of Austria-Hungary held in 
Rome in April, 1918, the representatives 
of the Italian people and of the Jugo- 
slav people pledged themselves “in the 
“interest of good and sincere relations 
“between the two peoples in the futire 
“to solve amicably’ the various terri- 
“torial contréversies on the basis of the 
“principles of nationality and of the 
“rights of peoples to decide their own 
“ fate, and in such a way as not to injure 
“the vital interests of the two nations, 
“such as shall be defined at the moment 
“of peace.” On the’ day after the Con- 
gress’ Mr. ORLANDO, the Italian Premier, 
officially réceived its leaders. ‘It -is 
“our common and perhaps decisive in- 
“terest,” he told. them, “that the in- 
“explicable and ;grievous doubt which 
“had arisen regarding our war aims 
“shouldbe dissipated. Here once more, 
“for oursélves. and for all, -we have 
“loyally declared them to be exclusively 
“directed toward assuring our integ- 
“rity and national defense against the 
“implacable and secular menace of an 
“enemy State.” 

Mr. ORLANDO celebrated “the impetu- 
“ous and vigorous conscience of the 
“ Southern Slavs.” The implacable and 


‘secular menace of the Austrian. power 


exists no more. The world is now 
seeing Mr. ORLANDO’S efforts to solve, 
on other principles than those of 
nationality and of the _ rights - of 
peoples to decide their own fate, the 
territorial controversiés between the 
Italian nation and the nation of. Serbs, 
Croats, and Slovenes. In April, 1918, 
the Italian and Jugoslav representatives 
recognized “that the unity and inde- 
“ pendence of the: Jugoslav nation is a 
“ vital interest of Italy, just as the com- 
“pletion of Italian national unity. is a 
“ vital interest of the Jugoslav nation.” 
Where now is the “ solidarity born from 
common suffering” of which Mr. Or- 
LANDO spoke so eloquently? 

The great Italian patriot and idealist, 
MAZZINI, who saw right as “the faith 
of the. individual,” and “duty. as the 
common collected faith,” never claimed 
for Italy the Dalmatian coast-line 
“which he knew to be Slavonic, not 
Italian.” Last Fall, before the propa- 
ganda of chauvinism ‘had done its work 
in Italy, Unita, a journal, of sober, in- 
tellectual opinion, said in effect that 
if Fiume and its district were added 
to Istria the Slavs. of Venezia Giulia 
would be increased by 100,000 and the 
Italians by only 26,000. “ That is, the 
“Slavs would become the majority i 
“Venezia Giulia, and.all hope of fair 
“ government and the peaceful absorp- 
tion of the Slav element would disap- 
“pear. The elections would have to be 
and every form of oppression 
“and corruption practiced..in’ crder to 
“give political preponderance to the 
“Italians.

Continuing his Virgilian studies, fall of 
accomplished scholarship, of shrewd and 
accurate observation or. men, _ birds,

porary, Mr. WILLIAM WakDE Fowler of 
Oxford has reached the Twelfth Book ‘of 
the Aeneid, “ The Death of Turnus.” His 
object is to show that the end of Turnus, 
the young, the surpassingly handsome, 
“ pulcherrimus,” Rutulian hero, who was 
“turbid,” violent, teaches us, with direct 
‘modern application, that violence: “ with 
“its delusions and pretenses is not to pre- 
“ vail, that justice and good faith are still 
“ to be the foundation of our civilization.” 
Some of ‘us will decline to sacrifice poor 
young Turnus even to so. excellent a 
moral. Ferocious he was, no doubt; and 
from all the chaff. of the commentators 
ofie may have winnowed the fact, as. val- 
‘uable, perhaps, as most facts expensively 
garnered in the course of the customary 
“classical education” that strives to 
make, and usually succeeds in making, 
“the great writers of Greece and Rome” 
as fascinating as a telephone directory, 
that Viel used the word “ violentia” 
with reference to him alone. 


Well, Turnus was young. He. never 
had half a chance. Olympus took care 
that he shouldn’t. Most of the machinery 
of heaven was directed against him, His 
mother, a character of Greek tragedy, 
committed suicide. So-he was “ violent ” 
by heredity. How many Roman Stoics, 
not the least admirable people in the 
world, men and women, were “ violent ” 
in Amata’s way! True, Turnus makes 
his vaunt over Pallas, Evander’s ‘son, 
whom he has slain. Manners of the early 
time. Manners of the early time, too, 
when that blameless “pious” prig, 
Aeneas, after some fine manslaughter, 
reserves the sons eof two distinguished 
families to be-s on ‘the funeral 
pile. There was ‘no Violence, but a’ social- 
réligious Habit int the one a a habit of 
war in the other. 

To Viren. the foundation of Romie *is 
the prime event of history. Aeneas, a 
middle-aged philanderer, as a son of 
Venus might: well be—for particulars in- 
quire at.Carthage—lands on the Lavinian 
shores on his way to found the. walls of 
lofty Rome. To the moderns he is what 
the oracle is twisted into describing him, 
a Phrygian bandit. Personally conducted 
by gods and goddesses, he comes to Italy 
as a “highbrow ” CORTEZ ~.or PIZARRO. 
The modern sympathy goes to Turnus 
not ‘only because of his youth but be- 
cause he is the representative of an in- 
vaded nationality, the leader of. an .at- 
tacked people against a foreign adven- 
turer. He is ALBERT of Belgium, so to 
speak, and Aeneas to some | extent is in 
the position of the equally pious WILLIAM( 
HOHENZOLLERN. The- Trojan outlander 
doésn’t want to take anything from: him 
but his bride and his country. Turnus is 
“like Paris handsome and like “Hector 
brave.” This .is‘a most un-Roman Way of 
looking at it, but everybody reais into a 
book something the author didn’t put 
there, and VirGi himself was evidently 
fond of Turnus, although the usual tire- 
some epical. proceedings ‘ of Olympus 
make it necessary that he be shown 
sometimes in a mean light and finally de- 
serted in his utmost’ need. He. chal- 
lenges Aeneas ds CHARLES V. challenged 
Francis L., as the Earl of HUNTLEY chal- 
lenged the Lord Protector Somerset. If 
those sixteenth-century fights had “ come 
off,” at least they would have been fairly 
fought, which is more than can be said‘of 
the contest between Turnus'‘a:.d-Old Man 
Aeneas, 


Born to a short life, like Achilles, like- 
wise a violent person, Turnus éngages 
our interest both for himself and for his 
cause. With the utmost deference to Mr. 
FOwLER, let .us turn to sound old JOHN 
CONINGTON, who shall sum up the case: 


VircIu must’ have sympathized with 
Aéneas -not only as realizing the 
adopted type of heroic action, but-as 
representing the undeviating and re- 
lentless march of Roman greatness. 
But the modern spirit was too strong 
for him; in. des¢ribing Turnus as he 
conceived him to have’been, he was led, 
in fact, to advocate his cause and to 
record a protest against heroic and 
Roman aggression ké: It is the spirit 
of the dratia allowing Jtself free play, 
and the fesuit is the ‘enlargement of 
human sympathy, the’ vindication of the. 
weaker as\ well of ‘the stronger. In’ 
many respects the character of Turnus 
does not command our approval; there 

\ is flerceness fn it and blind fury, and, 
in the case of: Pallas, at least; sav-ge : 
cruelty. But this barbarity is the out- 
growth of weakness; it is the impotent 
beating: of. a captive against the iron 
bars of destiny. And as an exhibition 
of weakness we sympathize even with 
it. So this weakness, rendered hope- 
less and helpless, engages our. interest 
in the closing scene.

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POE AND PHILADELPHIA. 


The truceless, if: desultory, war be- 
tween the followers of EDGAR ALLAN POE 
and those of WALT WHITMAN enters. a 
new phase. We’ have in times past been 
asked to regard the dispute over the rel- 
ative merit of these poets. from the

Why, that “The Raven” was 
written in Greenwich Village is known to 
every schoolboy—in Greenwich Village. 
It is a matter of record that no fewer 
than eight houses where Poe wrote “ The 
Raven” were torn down in the cutting 
through of the Seventh Avenue extension, 
and there are at least six still standing; 
just as there are some half a dozen Vil- 
lage ‘eafés each of which claims to vbe 
a tenant of ‘the hotse whete Tom ‘PAINE 
died...

written during the poet’s residence on 
what is now East Forty-seventh Street— 
a hypothesis:which has been lost. to sight 
because the middle east side is not yet 
sufficiently self-conscious to put in “a 
claim to cultural autonomy. Indeed, there 
are many who'believe that Por never ac- 
tually’ lived in’ Greenwich Village; but, 
like many dwellers, uptown in our own 
time, he used to slip away from the fam- 
ily on Sunday afternoon and go down to 
Waverley Place to have tea ‘with pretty 
women and talk about Art. But whether 
in Greenwich Village or Turtle Bay or 
Fordham, “ The Raven ” was almost cer- 
tainly. written in New York, _—. 

Why, then,. this. Philadelphia legend? 
Mr.*° HUNEKER as¢ribes it to one Kit 
Morey, “a charming writer with an 
Elizabethan name.” . Who is this. Mor- 
LEY? A gentleman Who lately removed 
to Philadelphia from: New York. Now it 
is: notorious that Philadelphians are: sus-

The thing is 
so much a rule that in. recent local optien 
elections in’ this State,’ wheré ; great 
things had been expected from the 
woman vote in favor of prohibition, the 
wives and daughters of “wets’* voted 
“ wet,” and carried their communities for 
a continuance of the liquor traffic. 

It may be said that the samé thing will 
be true. of the soldier vote, that: no. or- 
ganization of soldiers can. be. strong 
enough to control its members, and that 
is: true if taken with: certain qualifica- 
tions. It is certain that no organization 
can make its members vote Republican 
or Democratic by merely telling them to 
do so. 
simple as that. 

The soldiers will undoubtedly want:cer- 
tain things, and through their organiza- 
tion or, otherwise. .will -demand” these 
things of-the .two.National .Conventions. 
One convention will go further in:grati- 
fying their wishes than. the other. With 
political ties lying as loosely as they do 
now on the necks of all voters, it is rea- 
sonably. certain. that a: ‘well-conducted 
campaign by the soldiers’ organization, or 
even by the old party organizations, will 
be effective in inclining many thousands 
of soldiers to whatever ticket represents 
the nearest approximation to their de- 
sires. We.can see this factor already at 
work in Massachusetts, the only State to 
hold a. Governorship’ election this -year, 
where both parties are outbidding each 
ther for the soldie?vote. What.is more 
important, the Massachusetts soldiers 
seem. to be paying serious attention: to 
these rival appeals, and: to be weighing 
them carefully with..a view to the de- 
termination of their action atthe polls. 
It is: one of the things on which ‘the 
Democrats. base their. hopés of carrying 
the State, for, being out of power, they 
can afford to outbid. the Republicans.

Generals in times of. peace were fa- 
miliar, during Autumn manoeuvres, 
with armies on ‘the full scale of mod- 
erm warfare, In strategy and tactics 
they were trainéd scientists who had 
devoted all their mental enerzy to the 
study. of the actual probiem — of the 
war in whieh they deliberately en- 
gaged. by the most minute stud} of 
every detail ‘which might help forward 
its success. 

In their war colleges and staff 
schgols they had analysed every. alter- 
native plan of” attack; every possible 
method of strikingrapidly and ef- 
fectively so as to destroy their enemy 
by weight of number -huried. upon un- 
prepared positions, and they were cer- 
tain when they moved their troops. te. | 
ward the French and Belgian fron- 
tiers, in July of 1934, that according 
to, the unalterable. laws of military 
:cléence, the game was in their hands: 

And yet they failed; 


“Germans Ignerea Humana Seul. 


By striking through Belgium, which 
was almost defenseless against their 
cnrush, they gained their first and 
frightful advantage.” The-French Gen- 
eral Staff, who otight to have known 
through theirintelligerice branch what 
was common talk in. German military 
-circles long before the War, failed to 

enticipate this northérn attack. and 
oxposed themselves to its thrust by 
concentrating all thei? best troops be- 
hind the eastern frontter. 


In spite also of the forty years’ 
menace . against them, the French 
were utterly unprepared fer war of 
the kind that was te Happen,, and 
were psaaetcig tA “ot. equipment, 
heavy guns, anitidn, and trans- 
Dorty. They ,conusi 
mistiger,: Sonc@ had™ ‘a “frightful 
price for them by the time they had 
weeded out their older and unscien- 
lific Generals, reorggnized their meth- 
ods of defense, devoted ~the. whole 
cnergy of the nation to the production 
of war material, and gave important | 
commands to younger men of scien- 
lific ability... They were late in making 
, these reforms, and the Germans had 
struck:-deep down into France’ before 
they were made. And yet the Ger- 
mans failed on the Western front. 

Why? 

To answer that question. it is neces- 
sary to take the whole of the German 
war plan into consideration, both east 
and west, and to analyze a little the 
peculiar psychology of the German 
mind.: In my opinion they lost the 
war entirely by reason of their psycho- 
logical stupidity, which was the over- 
whelming weakness behind their mili- 
tary technique. In other words, they 
had manufactured a terrible war ma- 
chine almost perfect in its mechanisni, 
hut guided by men .stone-blind to the 
soul in human nature. 


Obsessed with Russian Begy. 


Before dealing, however, with that 
part of the subject it will be well to 
recall; simply, the eatly events of the 
war. 

The German General Statt, with the 
‘German people, had Jong been ob- 
sessed with the bogy of Russia, and 
when the Russian armies began to 
wmaove westward they were undoubt- 
edly stricken with fear at the. vision 
of the Russian ‘*‘steam-roller.’’ For 
two years they sacrificed vast num- 
bers of their finest troops to put their 
weight against that Ruasian mass and 

“ to-roll it back through blood and mud, 
gaining spectacular and high-sgunding 
victories which. set the’ joy bells ring- 
ing in. Germany, and led to—Bolshe- 
vism. «"— 

That anarchy was the revolt of men 
who had seen their sons and brothers 

‘sent forward in masses, without sup- 
port of guns, and often without rifles, 
against German armigs with the most 
powerful artillery in: the world. and 
machine-gun fire which killed men in 
swaths. It Was the mad and fierce 
vengeance of mobs against leaders who 
had governed by bribery, corruption, 
and treachery, and had sold the bodies 
of their countrymen: to the torturers 
for rubles paid by Germany, or robbed 
by imperial taxation. 

In spite of, its later cruelties, worse 
than those of beasts, if there is any 
truth in reports from Russia, the first 
instinct behind the’ movement of the 
Bolsheviki was an ¢gonized cry for 
brotherhood in-place @f human cruelty 
ot castes and. ‘war lords. The spirit of 
tnat cry ‘caught hold of*the German 
troops in Russia. ‘the war 
ended weakened ‘th fas defenders of 
German castes ;

Her First Colossal Blunder. 

The first. colossal blunder ot the 
enemy was in August of 1914, when 
bis armies were striking down through 
France in five columns. General von 


Kluck.was commanding the right wing | 


of the German armies. and ‘the little’ 


British Army—the old “‘ Contempt- 


ibles "—were fighting ‘Dack from 
Mons with a French army on their 
right largely composed of old ‘‘ Terri- 
terials," whé were not reckoned upon 
as first-line. troops, and battalions of 
Benegalese and Moroccans, who: had 
net the same -“' striking ’’ sed as 
thd French or British. 

Von Kiuck’s army pasSed through 
Amiens in a great tide, after the re- 
treat of the French from Bapaume 
which I saw. on a tragic night, and 
then bore down past Beauvais and 
Meaux to Creij and Chantilly, not far 
from Paris. The game seemed easy to 
him, but in his confidence he aid not 
trouble to take advantage of one su- 
preme chance which was Nis, and that 


‘was the capture of the Channel ports. 


For a little while they were at his 
mercy. 
Could Have had Channel Ports! 
I saw the/last uniformed then—cus- 


toms officers, firemen, and polticemen— 
leave Boulogne, whic 


enemy. Calais and were unde- 
fended. The British Army had moved 
its base from Boulogne to Bt. Nezaire, 
away dewn south. 

At that time Germany could have 
seized the coast for nothing,’ which 
afterward she fought desperately and 
in vain to get. With that coast ii her 
hands her submarine warfare would 
have been a more terrible and deadly 
menace to England, and thetefore to 
France and all of us. 

But von Kluck, acting under the 
orders of his General Staff, drove 
steadily down, leaving, the coast as 
fruit to be plucked later, and intend- 
ing to drive a wedge past Paris, 
which would then fall into his hands 
as the best fruit of all. Three things 
upset. Ais recKoning and spoiled his 
plan. The first was ‘the survival of 
the little British Army as a fighting 
force when he thought it was annihi- 
late>.and the second (and more im- 
portant) was the get.ius of a certain 
French General named Foch, not then 
famous in the world; and the third 
was the spiritual ¢xultation of the 
French troops, “which lifted them sud- 
deniy from the despair of their first 
tragedies and made them certain, with 
a fine; wonderful faith, that they 
would turn back the German’ tide. 

On"a@ day when it seemed possible 
that the whole French line might have 
to fall back in a further retreat, so 


that Paris herself would be abandoned | 


to the orgies of a conquering army, 
loch in the centre of the French line 
said, in spirit, if not in those exact 
words (I was told then by the son of 
the French Chief of Staff): ‘‘ I am not 
going to retreat. I am going. to at- 
tack.'’ 


He attacked late in the wane when | 


the Germans had lit their bivouac 
fires, believing that the fighting of 
the day was over, and he sent the 
Crown Prince's army retling back 
from the. Marne. The whole German 
line had to fall back to the Aisne to 
conform with the retreat in the centre, 
and von Kluck’s army on the German 
right, nearest to Paris, had to retreat 
in disorder, fighting bloody rearguard 
actions, ‘ 
French Treops in Taxicabs. 


Marshal Joffre, quick to realize the 
wonderful chance, ordered General 
Manoury to attack von Kluck on the 
flank with the Army of Paris, which 
was taken up toward Meaux, as I saw 


the troops go, in the little red taxicabs- 


from Paris, five men toa cab. 

The British Army, weak in numberg 
after heavy losses down "from Mons 
and Le Cateat, was still strong in 
spirit, and “they. attacked the River 
Ourcq and harassed, the enemy's rear- 
guards with their horse artifiery in so 
fierce a way that when I followed 
across those fields I saw heaps of Ger- 
man dead swept up in’ pijes ke Au- 
tumn leaves and burning in bonfires 
after petrol had been poured on them. 

That first victory of the Marne was 
the deathblow to Germahy’s hopes of 
a quick, certain victory, and after that 
they knew the war would be a long, 
costly, and uncertain struggle. 

In November of 1914 and again in 
April of 1915 von Kluck’s army in the 
north. tried to smash their way 
through to Calals, which they had 
failed to take In/thetr first rush: down 
to Paris, and they, found themselves 
up ageinet the Britigh, who had swung 
up horth: into Flanders and Picardy. 
In the.firat battle of Ypres they al- 
most succeeded in smashing their way 
through the British lines, weak ta 
numbers compared with their 
strength, and should“have done 80 by 
just ‘that extra *‘ punch” which so 


often, théy: failed to deliver when the’ 


game was in their, hands. ' 

Bo it was also in’ the second battle 
of Ypres, when theit first use of poison 
gas gnined a stupefying surprise. The 
English,.

They estab- 
lished themselyes In trench positions 
on the western front and wee content 
to hold the lines in defensive and sta- 
tionary warfare-for more than a year 
while they deyoted their main energies 
of attatk, onthe eastern front. That 
gave England the time to build up a 
new atmy “on, a yast scale, to; make 
guns ‘by thousands, to manufacture 
high explosives’ by millions of tons, to 
rally up the young manhodd of ali her 


a worldwide net of sea power. 

In the battle of the Somme, during 
the second half of 1016, after many 
small and desperate battles before, the 
British armies in France and Flanders 
with French troops on their right took 
the offensive, smashed their way 
through a fortress system of trenches 
thirty miles deep and forty miles 
broad, and in spite of their own enor- 
mous losses destroyed immense num- 
bers of the enemy. ahd broke the spirit 
of the German troops engaged Sgainst 
them by the fury. of their gunfire and 
the unending jatensity of their infan- 
try attacks. 

The Germans called this ‘abepaichihas! 
of their manhood ‘‘ the bloodbath of 
the Somme,’’ and at last they could 
atand it no longer and made their 
first big retreat in Flanders and Picar- 
dy, actoss a wide sweep of territory, 


the shelter of theit great ‘Hindenburg 
line which they had been building for 
a year. The British troops did not 
cease their attacks during the- ‘whole 
of the following year, (1017,) "and" in 
the battles of Arras, Messihes, Lens, 
Flanders, and Cambrai inflicted prodi- 
gious losses on the enemy—at a fear- 
ful price to themselves, draining Ger- 
many of her blood. 


War Lerds Took Gambier’s Chancp. 


By this time’the war lords of Ger- 
many began vo take leave of thgir 
senses under the desperate strain of 
their position. They no longer acted 
on ‘the laws of military ce, but 
on the gambler’s instinct. 

With a most incredible folly they 
took the risk of adding the greatest 
power in the world—in numbers of 
men and in potential. energy—to their 
list of enemies. ‘With almost detidver- 
ate carelessness they flouted the 
United States and forced her to de- 
clare war. Their temptation was 
great. The British naval blockade was 
causing severe suffering by food short- 
age to. the German people and denying 
them access to raw material which 
they needed for the machinery of war. 

The submariné campaign, ruth- 
lessly: carried out, would, and did, in- 
flict immense damage to British and 
allied shipping, and was a deadly men- 
ace to England. But German calcula- 
tions were utterly wrong in. estimating 
the amount of. time needed to break 
her bonds by submarine warfare bde- 
fore America could send over great 
armies .to Europe, and the German 
war lords were wrong again in under- 
estimating the defensive and offensive 
success of the British Navy and mer- 
cantile marine against submarine ac- 
tivities. 

By those miscaloulations they lost 
the war in the long run, and by other 
errors they made their loss more cer- 
tain. 

One immense mistake they made 
was in regard to the psychology and 
temper of their soldiers and civilian 
population. They put a greater strain 
upon them than human nature could 
bear, and by driving their’ fighting 
men into one shambles after another, 
and by trying to dope their people by 
false promises which were never ful- 
filled, they sowed the seeds of revoit 
and ‘despair. which finally launched 
them into gulfs of ruin. 


The’ Great Swindile.”’ 


As early .3: the Autumn of 1916 7 
began to see signs of revolt among 
German soldiers against the slaughter 
to which they had to sacrifice them-

When They Realized Defeat, 


Ludendorff knew that night that 
Germany was lost.

The Crown Prince had to borrow 
from the troops of Prince Rupprecht 
of ‘Bavaria, who had been waiting 
with twenty-nine divisions in hand for 
another smash through the British 
lines. They went int6 the furnace 
fires. It was the turn of the tide, and 
it turned against the enemy until he 
was swept back and enguifed. Three 
hundred thousahd boys of 18 years of 
age, the younger brothers of the older 
brothers who had gone before, were 
sent out from England and Scotland 
to fill up.the gaps in the British Army, 
and with the Canadians and Austra- 
lHians supported later by three Ameri- 
can divisions, they began a counter- 
offensive and fought a battle every

The Americans and the French, up 
to the time of the armistice, drove the 
enemy before them between the Ar- 
gonne and Rheims, and the allied 
armies on all parts of the western 
front captured many hundreds of 
thousands of prisoners, many thou- 
sands of guns, scores of thousands of 
Anachine guns, and vast stores of the 
enemy's material of.war, so that the 
German war machine was smashed to 
bits by Nov. 11, 1918. Not only was 
that machine smashed, but the spirit 
of the German Army and of the Ger. 
man people was broken also—broken 
to the dust of an unavailing despair.

Generals crossed the allied lines with 
the white flag of surrender it was re- 
vealed to them in a blinding light that 
they -were ruined...

** One of the best stories I heard was 
about Sergeant Donohue of the old’ 69th 
New . York. 
Thierry area. A machine gun ‘company, 
to which Donahue «belonged; was in a 
stiallow trench, partly hidden by brush, 
with ‘shellholes around. .Two boche 
airplanes espied the men and ‘began to 
pepper the company with machine. gun 
fire, In +the parlance of. the’ other side 
there is nothing that will come -nearer 
getting a man’s ‘ goat.’ than that. It's 
the. psychology. of the thing, and the 
effect of attack from above is enhanced 
by the peculiar whining roar of the Ger- 
man plane, now vising, tow falling, ‘to. 
something like ‘a@ moan. =: 

‘“The attack was so violent that the 
officer In. command ordered*the men to 
hunt cover, and they scattered quickly 
among the shellholes—all except Dona- 
hue. Instead he pulled his machine gun 
up on the ¢dge of the trench and began 
shooting at the airplanés. They swooped 
down to finish ‘Donahue, the lower not 
more than 100 feet from the ground, As 
they descended Donahue trained his gun 
more carefully: He struck the upper 
plane in a vital spot; it’ began to drop, 
and in falling caught and entangled the 
ether machine. Both crashed. down*to- 
gether. * 

** This record stadae alone in the. war. 
It was rare for one. airplane to be 
breught down by a machine gun. It was 
my pleasure to see General Pershing pin 
the Distinguished Service Cross on Ser- 
geant Donahue. . 

** Another story was about an Alabama 
boy. with the 167th Infantry. At. one 
point. along the Ch&atéau-Thierry front 
the. advance was being held up by a 
German machine gun nest.in a clump of 
woods. Volunteérs were called to clean 
out the nest; that meant ‘a dash. for- 
ward over about 200° méters until. they 
got clése enough to throw hand grenades 
into the place occupied by German ma- 
chine* guns. - One. of..the--volunteers. was 
the Alabama’ boy—I,.wish, I; could ré- 
member ‘his name. In going forward he 
was shot in the leg and dropped to his 
knees. Seven boches jumped out of 
concealment and made for the Amer- 
ican. But he dropped.six of the Ger- 
mans swiftly, one. shot.after another,, 
and made the other-German a, prisoner. 
The American was. shot .through the 
knee—a most painful woeund—but he held 
his prisoner until relief: arrived. If I 
heard one, I heard a.dozen stories on 
this order. 

‘The 42d has the youngest Brigadier 
General, Douglas McArthur, known as 
one of the most courageons officers in 
the. A. E. F. .He has many exploits to 
his credit, but the one which had the 
most’ inspiriting. effect On the men was 
mo doubt when he decided .to go over 
the tep with .the doughboys. He was 
then Chief of: Staff, though later placed 
in commend ‘of one:of;the brigades. . He 
weht to Company B:of the 167th Infan- 
try, took off his uniform, and put on 
that of°an enlisted man; asked for-a 
rifle with fixed bayonet, and, taking 
his place in the ranks of the company, 
led the boys over the top. This he kept 
up all day.”’

Why Bonds Are Below Par. 


It may be asked why, if the state- 
méfits made above are trué, the quoted 
pridés of Libérty borids have been below 
par.

Before leaving, Corporal 
Tucker ‘and I rearranged the branch 
camouflage and improvised a fake tele- 
scope and figure out of some white birch 
branches and the tattered blankets, in 
the hope that Fritz would think the 
place still occupied.

From 
the rear a narrow six-foot trench ran 
back a little; and, turning, squarely ex- 
tended on to the dugout in which we 
slept: Under sévere shelling we: would 
leave the dugout and Grouch in the bot- 
tom of. the ‘trench.

tion of hostilities. 
Secret Preparations. 


Preparations for. the gréat battle were 


‘made by the Americans with the utmost 


secrecy. A few days before the: date 

set they had taken over the sector from 
La ‘Harazée, in the Argonne Forest, to 
the Meuse, near Forges. . The American 
forces were disposed as follows: 

The First Corps (77th, 28th, and 85th 
Divisions) lay between La Harazée and 
Vauquois. The Fifth Corps (91st, 37th, 
79th Divisions) held the lHne from Vau- 
quois to a point close:to Malancourt. 
The Third Corps (4th, 80th, 33d Divi- 
sions) covered the. sector. from Malan- 
court to the Meuse. : 

The American plan of attack inter- 
locked ‘with that of the French on the 
left. Both armies were to strike hard 
blows against the vital German lines 
before them, thys helping the attacks 
of the British and French on the north- 
ern front. The Americans and the 
French co-operating with them were to 
drive into the ‘enemy's lines two deep 
salients on both ‘sides of the Argonne 
Forest,. which had. been deemed impreg- 
nable to frontal assault. The salient to 
the west was to run from the eastern 
edge of the Bois de Forges through the 
heights south of Monthois to the Liry- 
Orteuil-Médéah Farm Road, and was to 
be made by the French. The American 

army objective was a line running from 
east of the Argonne Forest to Aprémont, 
Exerment, Romagne, Cunel, Brieulles 


andi the Meuse, ‘The combined objective): 


of the two’ armies ran by Monthois, 
Vaux-les-Mouron, the Aisne to its junc- 
tion with the Aire, the Aire to Che- 
vieres, St. Juvin and the ridges north 
of that village, Landres-et-St. Georges, 
the Bantheville Road and southeast- 
ward to Brieulles. This combined ob- 
jective did not call for an advance in 
the salient west of the Argonne, but, if 
reached, would mean that the enemy 
must get out of the forest. 


First Phase—Sept. 26 to Oct. 4. 
At 5:30 o’clock on the morning of 


Sept. 26, 1918, the greatest battle in 
the history of American arms began. 


'¥fundreds of our guns, pouring shell into 


the enemy’s positions, had made of the 
night before a rocking, ear-shattering, 
flaming hell. They tore and smashed 
the German lines of defense to such an 
extent that, when our troops went. over 
the top they advanced to an average 
depth of seven miles. 

On the left the height of ‘Vauquois and 
Varennes fell almost without a fight. 
The 77th Division made. some progress 
north of La Harazée in spite of ex- 
tremely difficult terrain.’ The 91st, over- 


coming machine gun and light artillery: 


resistance, reached the Véry-Montfaucon 
ridge by nightfall; some of its patrols 
fought their way into Epinonville..

ample. . What. is it that makes blank 
verse dramatic—that is, makes it in- 
teresting afd emotionally stirring to 
an audience? A shrewd observation 
of James Russell Lowell’s may in- 
dicate the answer. To Milton, he said, 
blank verse was a richly colored 
mantle, in the flowing folds of which 
to 
Shakespeare it was a transpatent:me- 
dium, in which the thought.. shone 
forth alive and -quivering: . Now, 
Shakespeare’s-thoughts aré seldom or 
never his personal own; they are the 
thoughts of. his characters in the 
given situation... Blank -vefse is dra- 
matic, therefore, ‘in proportion as 
(while maintaining the-lambic rhythm 
and the pentatmeter line beat) it ap- 
froaches the :speech-of life. When 
thus written (and spoken) it: ceases 
to be the thing of all things. that 
makes the business man (and others) 
most tired, and becomes a source of 
the utmost vigor and. lifelikeness in 
speech 4nd character. “ 

As it happpens, we can trade” ‘the 
dovelopmierit’ of -’Shakespéare’s -verse 
through three very significant phases. 
At first, under the influence of ‘* Mar- 
lowe’s mighty line,’’ it was regular 
and sonorous—and thus almest void of 
subtle variety,” ‘Of quick - adaptability 
to mood and character. Then, in the 
great period beginning with ‘* Julius 
Caesar "’ and ‘‘ Hamiet,’’ it developed 
variety and freedom without losing 
much of ita distinctive qualityas verse. 
Finally, in ‘‘ The Winter's Tale "’ 
and ‘‘ The Tempest,’’ it became so 
free and varied (and, indeed, so in- 
volved in thought and in syntax) that 
the meter is at times almost imper- 
ceptible and. the lines indistinguish- 
able. But always, after the first years 
of apprenticeship, it is so simply true 
to the given character and moment as 
to be, in effect, colloquial. 

Of Hamlet’s famous soliloquy Lamb 
remarked that it produced no impres- 
sion on him whatever, having become 
utterly hackneyed. This much, how- 
ever, should be obvious, that it speaks 
of the great problems of life and death 
in verse of the utmost grace: and vigor, 
and yet in a manner astonishingly sim- 
ple, straightforward, intimate. Mac- 
beth’s ‘*‘ Tomorrow, and tomorrow, 
and tomorrow ’’ is in the same key— 
profound thought’ and -feéling  ex- 
preased in the homeliest words wedded 
to a subtle and varied verbal music, 
Lear's majestic challenge to the heav- 
ens, bursting with high’ emotion 
though itis, and-reverberant in met- 
rical effect; holds likewise to the 
homely speech of every day—the 
speech of a King who has’ becomé 
a poor old man, outcast and dis- 
tracted.

Mr. Tyler, in company,.with the late 
Bessie Abbot and her husband, Waldo 
Story, saw the play in Milan ten years 
ago. Story was a friend of the author, 
Sem Benelli, and had no difficulty in 
obtaining the play for America...He 
made an adaptation of. the piece, which 
was immediately ‘accepted for produc- 
tion by Mr. Tyler, then of the.

Ehiert persisted. *‘ How‘ would it be 
if you were to give us an historical

. he suggested. Tausig shook his head 
and shrewdly smiled. He never made 
\goncessions to public taste, and he was 
called inhuman, cold, .objective.. His 
master, Liszt, was the reverse, over- 
flowing with the milk of human music, 
spontaneous and prodigal in his play. 
Tausig: the obverse of the medal; 
yet I believe that Liszt. and Tausig 
were the piano Dioscuri, and not 
Liszt and Chopin. Chopin as a pian- 
ist has.a niche all his own. 

In an‘article several years ago and 
in the magazine section of THe TIMES 
I wrote that Leopold Godowsky isa 
pianist for pianists, as Shelley is a 
poet. for poets. But-everybody reads 
Shelley nowadays, and no doubt com- 
pare him unfavorably with the ear- 
splitting ‘verse of the. cacophonous 
young ts of the hour, Leopold 
Liebling’ k exception: to my ascrip- 
tion, and I fancy he is.right;: every 
musical person listens: to the alluring 
playing of Godowsky quite. impervious 
to the fact that there are aspects of 
his art which will always escape them. 
In his playing: he. is transcendental. 
This doesn’t mean. that: he_{s. frostily 
objective; he is human, .enmiotional, 
and has at his finger ends alf styles, 
It is.the-fine equilibrium. of intellect 
and emotion that compels our admira- 
tion. ~ No one. plays Chopin like 
Godowsky, no, not even that tricky 
kobold, Vladimir de Pachmann. Pad- 
erewski is more emotional, Josef Hof- 
mann extorts a richer, a more sonor- 
ous tone from the wires; nevertheless, 
Godowsky is a Chopinist in a class 
apart. He doesn’t drip honey in the 
nocturnes as does Ignace Jan, Premier 
of Poland; he <an’t thunder the pol- 
onaises “like his. friend Jozio fronr 
Cracow; but these qualities he gives 
us in his own scale of tonal values. 
He is a powerful man with muscles 
that are both vélvet and steel. When 





he wishes he, too, can sound the or-’ 


chestral note; but, then, he seldom 
wishes this. His feeling for the lim- 
ttations of the piano recalls the words 
of Rafael Joseffy: ‘‘.I'm not a brass

I'can only reneat—all schools 
are at his beck, and if they are ‘* per- 
fect pictures, perfectly framed and 
hung,’’ as. Joseffy said of his beloved 
master, Tausig, there is also the per- 
sonal equgtion, for me, full of magic. 


Sensationalism, the pianistic -fracas, 
, Posing for the gallery, all the 
bag of ‘cheap ‘tricks this great 


Pianist eschews. He is master of. the 


art of pla the piano beautifully. 
His exquisitely plastic phrasing, artis- 
tic massing of colors, above all 


the nobility of his conception—little 
wontier I call him a Brahma of the 
keyboard, as far-fetched as the simile 
may sound. To Godowsky all other 
pianists could go to school, if for noth- 
ing else but. the purity of his &tyle, 
his kaleidoscopic tintings, his polyph- 
ony. Aud it must beadmitted that pian- 
igts I have spoken to about him admit 
his power. He does not boast the grand 
manner of Josef Hofmann, yet Hof- 
mann is reported to have .told his 
manager that he enjoyed lsteping in 
a@ room to Godowsky more’than play- 
ing to crowded and enthustastic multi- 
tudes at his own concerts. ya 
fraternal’ and noble sentiment! 
comes to sheer sensationalism, then 
Godowsky -easily..leads them ill, 
Rosenthal"not excepted. I refer you 
to his paraphrases of Chopin, Weber, 
and Johann Strauss, and the supreme 
ease with which he conquers. them. 
Brahma, indeed. “Although: as lie plays 
looks more like Buddha under his 
Bodh tree conjuring beautiful sounds 
from sky and air and the, murmuring 
’ of crystalline waters.~ 

‘Tt must be nearly twenty years ago, 
eighteen, that I entertained 

de Pachmann in my Dream 

Barn on Madison Avenue at. Seventy- 
sixth The tenth floor, a room 
ae big and as lofty as « cathedral. 
Alas! where are such old-fashioned 
r today? After eating « 
ck, a betes: cooked. Polish fash- | 


e. 
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betite-eaying bonnes bouches — De 
Paehmann’ fiercely demanded cognac. 
I was embarrassed. Not drinking 
spirits, I had inconsiderately forgotten 
the taste of others. De Pachmann, 
who is a child at heart, too often a 
naughty child, cried to heaven that. I 
was-a hell of a host! He said. this 
in Russian, thén:>in French, Italian, 
German, Polish, Spanish, English, 
ana wound up with a hearty Hebrew 
* Raca!-’* which may mean hatred, 
‘or revenge, certainly something not 
endearing. But the worst was to 
come. There stood my big Steinway 
concert. grand piano, and™he circled 
about the instrument as if it were a 
dangerous monster. Finally * he 
sniffed and snapped: ‘’ My contract 
does ‘not ‘permit ‘me to play a ‘Stein- 
way.”’ I hadn’t thought of asking 
him, fearing Chopin’s classic retort 
after a dinner party at Paris: ‘‘ Mad- 
ame, j’ai~mangé si peu! ’’ Finally 
I saw the hole in the millstone and 
excused myself. When I returned 
with a bottle of abominable cognac 
the little. man’s -malicious smile 
changed to a look of ecstasy, and he 
was not a drinking man ever, but he 
was accustomed to his “ petit verre” 
after dining and was ill-tempered 
when deprived of it. Such is human 
nature, something that Puritans, pro- 
hibitionists, and other’pernicious busy- 
bodies will never understand. And then 
this wizard lifted the fallboard of my 
piano and; quite - f rgetful of that 
** contract,’’ began playing: And:-how 
he did play. Ye gods! Bacchus, ‘Apollo, 
and Venus and all-other pleasant ce- 
lestial pérsons,- how you must ‘have 
reveled when De Pachmann played! 
In the more intimate atmosphere of 
my apartment his music was, of a 
gossamer. web, iridescent, aerial, an 
aeolian harp doubled by a diabolic sub- 
tlety. Albert Ross.Parsons, one of the 
few living pupils of Tausig,°in reply 
pto. my query, How did Joseffy com- 
pare with Tausig? answered: ‘‘ Jo- 
seffy ‘was like the multicolored mist 
that encircles a mighty. mountain; but 
beautiful.’” So Pachmann's weaving 
enchantments seemed in comparison 
to Godowsky’s profounder playing. 
Aud what did Vladimir, “hero of 
double-notes, ‘play? Nothing but Go- 
dowsky, then new tod me. 
been his god, but Godowsky was now 
his living deity... He had studied, mas- 
tered, and memorized all those tran- 
scendental ‘variations on Chopin stud- 
ies, the -most* significant variations 
since the Brahms-Paganinf scaling of 
the heights of Parnassus; and I heard 
for the first time the paraphrase of 
Weber's ‘‘ Invitation. to the Valse,’’ a 
much more ‘viable: arrangement than 
Tausig’s; also thrice as difficult. How- 
ever, technique, as sheer technique, 
does not enter into the musical zone of 
Godowsky. He has restored polyphony 
to its central position, thus bettering 
in. that respect Chopin, Schumann, 
and ‘Liszt. I have called attention 
elsewhere to Godowsky’s solo sonata, 
which evokes images of. Chopin ahd 
Brahms and Liszt—only in the scherzo. 
Instead of exhuming such an ‘ un- 
rateful,’’ unpianistic composition as 
schaikovsky’s Sonata in G, pianists 
of calibre might more profitably intro- 
.duce the ‘Godowsky work. He is too 
modest or else too indifferent to put 
it on his program. It ‘‘ Hes ** so 
well for the keyboard, yet there is no 
denying: its difficulties, chiefly. poly- 
phonic; -the patterns are intricate, 
though free from the. clogging effects 
of the Brahms sonatas. De Pachmann 
delighted his two auditors from 10 
P..M. to 8A. M. It is safe to wager 
that the old Carrollton never heard 
such musié-making before or since. 
When he left, happy over his triumph 
—I was actually flabbergasted by the 
new music—he whispered: ‘' Hein! 
What you think! You think I can 
play this wonderful music? You are 
mistaken. Wait till you hear Leopold 
Godowsky play. We are all children, 
ull woodchoppers, compared with 
him! ”’ Curiously enough, the last is 
the identical phrase uttered by Anton 
Rubinstein in regard to Franz Liszt. 
Perhaps it was a quotation, but De 
Pachmann meant it. It. was the sla- 
cerest._ sentiment I had heard from his 
often insincere lips. We were all three 
surprised to find a score of people 
camping out on the curved stairway 
and passages, the idealist, a. colored 
lad who ran the elevator, having 
succumbed.to sleep. This impromptu 
Godowsky recital by a marvelous pian- 
ist, for De Pachmann was a marvel in 
his time, must have made a grand hit 
with my neighbors. It did with me, 
and when Godowsky returned to New 
York—1 had last heard him in the 
middle nineties of the previous cent- 
Pury—I ‘lost no time in hearing him 
play in “his inimitable manner those 
same works. 
the heartiest admiration of such con- 
temporaries as De Pachmann and 
Josefty and Josef Hofmarn—I could 
adduce many other names—must be a 
unique artist. And that Godowsky Is. 
When he isn’t teaching or playing 
with orchestra or in. recitals Mr. 
Godowsky spends his leisure in peda- 
gogic work. There is a widespread- 
ing education scheme which has 8t. 
Louis as headquarters, the name of 
which I've forgotten, ‘though the 
name doesn’t much matter, as mu- 
sicians the country over know it. For 
this Mr. Godowsky’ is editing the 
classics and romantics of piano liter- 
ature. He is also composing the most 
charming muste ishagina@ble for the 
earliér and middle grades of students; 
music that has genuine musical val- 
ues, with technical. Imagination and 
instruction blendedx Pegasus, har- 
nessed to the humbler draught horse. 
If you nk of Schumann’s various 
albums for the young you may sur- 
‘mise the spirit of the Godowsky cur- 
iculum. I have been reading through

As @ seasoned old teacher, though I 
haven't given a lesson for over. two 
decades, I always take an interest’ in 
any device that. may lighten the intol- 
erable burden of ‘the pedagogtie. Rob- 
ert Schumann ‘said that one can’t 
learn music from the-dumb; but that 
bit of wisdom was prompted after his 
disastrous failure with a silent key- 
board on which he strained his ten- 
dons and put one of his hands out of 
kelter... Notwithstanding his dictum: 
in which lurks a modicum of truth, | 
‘dumb | pianos, practice claviers, are a 
boon to the student, not to mention 
his suffering neighbors. Elementary 
drill is possible, . and monotonous repe- 
tition need not assault the eardrums. 
But the use of such inventions should 
be moderate. An hour. with the Bach 
Inventions or the immortal Forty- 
eight Preludes and Fugues, is worth a 
wiidernéss of all other keyboard prac- 
tice. Music for brain, soul, and’ fin- 
gers! The other afternoon I enjoyed 
a novel seance with Emiliano Renaud, 
@ concert pianist and teacher, during 
which he. showed me his, Disk-Phone 
: A tire- 
less teacher—a help to the tired 
teacher. I had often heard of the 
Cortina method, of teaching languages 
by. gramophone, and the~success of 
that undertaking. is unquestionable. 
More and more pupils are in evidence 
every year. But music? The inventor 
asked me to become for the nonce -@ 
pupil, and I soon found myself going 
through the rudimentary drill, which 
formerly sent a shudder down my 
spine,

A piano teacher need not be dis- 
pensed with; indeed, he will find in 
this method for. preparatory training 
an Invaluable aid, one that works 
while he.sleeps, like the little pellet_in 
the advertisements.. There is a guide- 
book of ‘duplicate instructions. Noth- 
ing is left to chance, every movement 
is indicated, every objection fore- 
stalled. The student is bound to de- 
velop a sense of self-help. For am- 
bitious beginners in city and country 
this Disk-Phone._method must appeal, 
It -is the reverse of. Schumann's 
“ learning from the dumb,’’ it is the 
vital voice of an accomplished teacher. 
Of the method no less an authority 
than Ighace Jan Paderewski has writ, 
ten to Mr. Renaud, under date of Nov. 
1, 1918: “ The invention seems to me 
to be as ingenious as practical, and I 
believe it will be most helpful to stu- 
dents of piano playing and teachers as 
well.’’ And Premier Paderewski has 
always: been chary of indorsing any- 
thing. <I agree with him, merely mak- 
ing ‘the mental reservation that the 
human element should not be over- 
looked by the pupil. I am still preju- 
diced in favor of viva-voce instruction, 
of which this is the nearest approach. 
Yet what a lot of dry, tedious techni- 
cal preparation may be dispensed with 
if this. method is intelligently used. 
There is no royal road to Parnassus, 
out there may be short cuts, and it is 
always the first steps that count.

New York Times of April 13, 

Letters from marines have contra- 
@icted the assertion vigorously. One of 
the writers tells of having lost a:leg in 
the Ch&teau-Thierry . fight... Another 
called attention. to the great number of 
marine casualties at’ Chateau-Thierry. 

As a matter of fact, both sides to the 
controversy are right.. ‘The confusion 
is cleared up by a brief statement by 
Léeut. Col. Frederick Palmer, who was 
official observer for General Pershing. 
The uncertainty rests, -he points out, 
upon. an ambiguity in our: use of the 
mame-of Chateau-Thierry. 

“The name Ch&teau-Thierry, as we 
understand it in this country, is given 
to a series of operations ‘which, in 
a imiltary sense, would be.called the 
operations for~ the defense and“ reduc- 
tion of the Marne salient,’’ Lieut. Col. 
Palmer said. ‘‘ These operations began, 

ao far as American troops were con- 
ceehaa, on May 30, 1918, when the. ma- 
chine gun battalion of the 3d Division 
¢rossed: the: bridge from: the south’ bank 
of the Marre into the town of Chateau- 
Thierry for a,rear-guard action, even- 
tually withdrawing to. the south bank, 
where it defended the bridgé..>: 

‘These operations closed practically 
with the occupation \of the south ‘bank 
of the Vesle River early in August. The 
only time that American troops ever 
fought in Chf&teau-Thierry itself wag 
when the machine gun battalion was 
briefly engaged there. Ch&teau-Thierry 
‘was retaken by the French without any 
fighting of any conseqyence in the town 
itself, which lies in the lap of hills on 
the bank of the Marne. When the hills 
were taken the town automatically fell. 
We helped to take the hills. 

“The mistake correspondents have 
Made is due to the association of the 
mame ChA&teau-Thierry ‘with all the 
Operations I have mentioned. The Ma- 
rine Brigade as part of the 2d regular 
division went into position, after forced 
marches in defense of the Chateau- 
Thierry road; on June 2, and in the 
ensuing month fought the battle of Bel- 
leau Woods and took the town of Bou- 
resches. The Marine Brigade, again a 
part of the 2d Division, tock part in 
the immortal drive: toward Soissons, July 
18-21, which was the turn of the tide 
against the Germans, and which: began 
the reduction of the Marne salient.” 

Evidently the marines, though not in 
the town of Ch&ateau-Thierry, were in 
* the general operations known by the 
Mame of the town. “In this fighting 
200,000 American troops were engaged.
